$ That ( publique Juſtice being firſt ſatisfied by ſome few ex- 
amplcs to polterity out of the worit ot excepted perfons, and 6+ 
ther Delinquents, having palt their Compolitions ) fome courſe 
may be taken ( by a generall A of oblivion or otherwiſe Jwheres 


by the ſeeds of furure Warre, or tewds, either to the preſent age, 
or poſterity, may the better be taken away, by eaſing that ſence 
of preſent, and (arisfying thoſe feares, of future Ruine or Undoe 
ing, toperſons or families, which may drive men into any d&+ 
ſperate wayes for ſclfc PR or remedy, and by taking a- 


way the private remembrances and diltinftionot parties, as farre 
as nay ſtand with fafety to the rights and Libertics wee have his 
therto fought for. q 
There arr ( beſides theſe ) many particular things which we 

could wiſh to be done, and ſome to be undone, all; in order 
ſill to the fame ends, of common right, freedome, peace, and 
fafery. But theſe propolalls aforegoing, being the principall 
things we botrome and infiſt upon, wee ſhall ( as we have ſaid 
before ) for our parts acquieſce ; for other particulars jnthe 
Wiſdome and juſtice of Parliaments. And whereas it hath 
been ſuggelted or ſuſpeRed,that invur late, or preſent __ 
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Ings,our defign is to overthrow Presbyterie, or hinder the ſctrle- 
menc chereof, and to have the Independent government ſer up, we 
doe clcarely dilclaime, and difavow any ſuch defigne ; We one- 

deſire that according to the Declarations (promiſing a provi- 
hon for render conſciences )rhere oy ſome cttcctuall courſe be ta- 


ken according to. the intent thereof ; And that ſuch, who, up- 
an conſcientious grounds, may differ from the <{tabliſhed formes, 
may not ( for that ) bee h—_ from-the common Rights, 
hbertics, or Benehis belonging equally to all, as men and Mem- 
bers. of che Common wealth, Joke live ſoberly, honeſtly, 
md inoffcyſively wwards others, and peaccably and faichfully to- 

wards the State, © . © 
: We have chus freely and clearely declartd” the depth and bot- 
me of our hcarts and defires in order to the Rights , Liberties, 
and Peace of the Kingdome, wherein we appealeroallmen, whe- 
ther we ſeeke any thingof advancage coour ſelves, or any parti- 
eular party Waatever, to the prejudice of the whole, and whe- 
ther che things we wiſh and (eek, doe nor equally concerne and 
gwnduce to the good of others in common withour ſelves, accor- 
ding to the ſincerity of our fires and intentions ; wherein, (as 
we kave | found the, concurrent ſence of the people in di- 
rers Counties by their Petitions to the Generall, expreſſing their 
pc repreſcntment of theſe things, and preſſing us to ſtand for 
of the Kingdome therein; ſo we ſhall wiſh and ex- 
y concerned with us in theſe things, and with well to the 
blike. And fo truſtinz in the Mercy and -yoodnefſe of God to 
& by and hclpany failings or infirmities of ours, in the carri- 
x or proccedings hereupon,) we (hall humbly caſt our ſclves
